"mil war Is going to cost dearly before It 
is won. Another like- It mlRlit wreck our 
economy. We are entitled to do anything 
within reason which might help to assure 
agalnjst repetition. American po.sscs,slon and 
fortification of unslnkablo carriers— Islands 
across the Pacific from which we could blast 
future Japanese aggression from Its begin- 
ning—might be Invaluable. . 

Are we Rolng to permit Japan to keep 
Islands she now Is using agaln-st us? Or 
should wc take Mr. Parrlsh'5 advice and make
